LYNCHING HABIT 
COMMON TOUNION 


Only Three States Are Exempt 
from Stigma, 


So Says Chief Justice Charles Lore 
at the Peace Conference—He 
Discusses the Recent Let- 
ter of President Noose- 

velt.

Mystic, Conn., August 28.—At the peace 
conference tonig. t, Chief Justice Charles 
B. Lore, of Dela vare, referring to lynch- 
ings, said: 

“Only three states of fhe union, I think, 
are now exempt from this stigma. I am 
glad to say it is net on the increase. The 
Statement recently made at Chautaugna 
that cne-third of the tynchings were for 
outrages of negroes on white women will 
not bear the test of investigation. Less 
than one-third were for crimes of this 
character. 

“When President Roosevelt,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘wrote in his otherwise admirable 
letter to Governor Durbin, ‘It certainly 
ought to be'possible by administration of 
the laws to obtain swift vengeance upon 
the criminal,’ he was consulting a natural 
indignation, but was gctually encouraging 
the graver and more dangerous crime of 
Wneching founded in anarchy. How quick- 
ly the lynchers quoted him in their de- 
fense. As the head of our government, 
he must not lose sight of the fact that our 
courts of justice are not established to 
administer swift vengeance, but to ad- 
minister justice after a fair and full Op- 
portunity of defense and just conviction 
for crime. As an actual fact, the law's 
delay has not entered into lynchings of 
the past as a factor. The only difference 
between those who assert that the courts 
should act quickly before the mob can 
act and the man who maintains that 
lynching is the only proper remedy for 
crime is that the first would convert the 
court into a mob and the second would 
convert the mob into a court. I cannot 
agree with Justice Brewer's suggestion 
that there should be no appeal or writ 
of error in criminal cases. It would 
seem monstrous that such an appea' 
should be degied, where a man’s liberty 
and life are at stake. Lynching, feuds. 
dueling and warlike crime are the chil- 
dren of lawlessness. They may be erad. 
feated only by virtue backed by educa- 


tion and enforced by implicated obedience 


to law. Sometimes we give way to mor- 
bia. fears. that the times on which w 
have fallen are the. worst possible. To 
my mind, history teaches no clearer 
lesson than that the public standard of 
mora) integrity fs Aigher today than ever 
before in the history of our tace.”’ -

Authorities Will Close the “‘Hells’”’ in 
Altenberg. 

Berlin, August 28.—The foreign office 
informed the Associated Press today that 
the solution of the questions which had 
arisen in connection with Altenberg, or 
neutral Moresnet, the little neutral dis- 
trict where Holland, Belgium and Prus- 
sta meet, agreed on between Prussia and 
Belgium, is a division of territory be- 
tween the two states «and not the sur- 
render of Prussia’s claims to Belgium 
for a cash consideration.

PULLED PISTOL 


IN HOTEL LOBBY 


J), P. Curtain, of Dallas, 
Locked up for Unwarranted 
Belligerency. 


When J. P. Curtain, of Dallas, Ga., con- 
tractor, walked across the Kimball house 
lobby swinging a pistol last night people 
hunted sheiter in a lively fashion. 

Curtain reached the climax of . his 

belligerency in leveling his revolver at the 
head of the telegraph operator in the 
hotel arcade, threatening to shoot, and a 
few minutes after that he was safely 
housed in police headquarters.

“Holy Anne” and “Holy 
Angel” Go Into Many 
— Trances.

Raleigh, N. C., August 2.—(Special.)— 
The holiness people, as they are known in 
North Carolina, have again begun their 
work in the state, largely among the 


whites. 

In one group of these people there aie 
five, two being women, one of whom has 
assumed the name of “Holy Anne,” while 
the other is called “Holy Angel.”’ 

The latter goes into what they call 
trances in which it is claimed that she 
communes with the spirits. Sometimes 
these last half an hour or more. The 
fanatics who attend these meetings often 
fall into fits and claim that they, too, are 
with the spirits. 

This group of ho liness people was 
driven out of the town of Southern Pines 
by the authorities. They have a scchool 
in this state, in which there are some 
fifty ore more students, who are taught 
how to be missionaries of this faith.

Mission Beads Appeal {fo 
the Stale Department 


It Is Stated That an Attempt Has 
Been Made To Burn the Amer- 
ican College at Harpoot. 

The Situation a Grave 
One.

Washington, August 28.—Another ur- 
gent appeal has reached the state de- 
partment from the American board of 
missions at Boston that immediate steps 
be taken for the protection of the Amer- 
ican eftizens at Harpoot. The board's 
dispatches from there for several days 
pagt have represented the situation as 
extremely grave. There are at the, Eu- 
phrates college at  Harpoot fourteen 
American teachers, beside women and 
children and property to the value of 
$100,000. It is learned that there an 
American college at Beirut in which are 
a number of American teachers. No 
word has reached the state department 
regarding any attack on them. 

In his cablegram to Minister Leishman 
last night regarding the report of the 
American board of missions that an at- 
tempt had been made to burn the Eu- 
phrates college building at Harpoot, Act- 
ing Secretary Loomis instructed him to 
demand of the Turkish government that 
it take immediate steps for the protec- 
tion of the lives of all Americans there. 

Boston, August 28%—The appeal of the 
Aterican board to the government at 
Washington on behalf of American citi- 
zens at Harpoot is based upon a series 
of incidents which to the mind of the 
board of managers indicate increasing 
danger to the interests of the Amcrkan 
residents. Not only has the appeal been 
made to the state department, but a let- 
ter has been sent to President Roosevelt 
asking for an opportunity to present to 
him the situation. a 
The board's first appeal was made. be- 
cause of an attempt to birn the Amer- 
ican college at Harpoot, news of which 
was received by cable last Monday. The 
second appeal was made also on Mon- 
day, when a cablegram was received from 
W. W. Peet, treasurer of the American 
board at Constantinople, saying that the 
fanaticism at Harpoot was almost be- 
yond control and that delay of action 
would be dangerous. This cablegram 
from Mr. Peet was mailed from Con- 
stantinople to Vienna to avoid censor- 
ship and was cabled from Vienna Au- 
gust 23. The cablegram follows: 

“Vienna, August 23, 198.—Norten wires 
fanaticism Harpoot almost beyond con- 
trol. Delay of action dangerous. 

“PEET.”’ 

As far as the American board has been 
advised the attempt to burn the Amer- 
ican college, the date of which is not 
known, resulted in little damage, as the 
buflding was of stone. The fact that the 
attempt was made, however, is viewed as 
evidence of the hostility of the Turks 
toward civilizing influences and an in- 
creasing daring in their attitude toward 
the United States. 


COLOMBIA ASKS 
MANY CHANGES 


Amendments Which Are Pro- 
posed to the Canal 
Treaty. 


Colon, Colombia, August 28.—In the is- 
sue of the Correo Nacional of Bogota of 
Augur +8 which has been reveived here 
it is. stated that the majority of the 
senate committee on the Panama canal 
treaty recomniend the following among 
amendments: 


That the French company must firgt 
obtain Colombia's permission.to transfer 
its rights, privileges and concessions to 
the United States; that only the zone ner- 
cessary for the construction of the canal 
could be given to the United States, thig 
‘would exclude the cities of Panama and 
Colon; that all the waters required for 
the canal be placed at the dispogal gf the 
United States but not made their exclu-' 
sive property; that no mixed tribunals 
be allowed; that the United States laws 
be imperative at Panama; and that a 
fixed time be given to complete the canal 
failing which the concession would re- 
vert to Colombia.” 


It is learned here that Diego Mendoza 
and other prominent politicians are en- 
deavoring to induce congress to issue a law 
of authorization to the president, which 
should specify that Colombia agrees on 
principle to negotiate with the United 
States and that a new cana! treaty should 
be made by a plural] committee, in which 
all politi@al parties would be represented. 
The committeemen suggested are 
Pablo Arosemena, a distinguished 
Isthmian lawyer and a liberal: Marco 
Fidel Suarez, the former minister of 
foreign affairs during President Caro’s 
administration, a nationalist; Jorge Roa 
and Eduoard Posada, both noted writers 
and conservatives. This idea is d to 
be gaining ground.

School Money for Filipinos. 

Mani:a, August 2.—The new educa- 
tional bill has just becOme a law. It ap- 
propriates the sum of $72,000 to cover the 
expenses of the first year. It provides 
that -100 of the best qualified students, 
securing at least 75 per cent on each sup-

Surgents to enter Macedonia. 

Gravity of Situation Increases. 

Paris. August 28.—The Increasing grav- 
ity of the conditions in Turkey ig further 
shown by an official report just received 
from Philippopolis, giving detalls of the 
revolutionary plot to blow up the Orient- 
al express. One of the plotters has been 
designated to sacrifice his life by  board- 
ing the train and throwing bombs. This 
plot probably was connected with dyna- 
miting of the omnibus train at Kulell 
Burgas, but the Philoppopolis report es- 
tablishes the fact that the Original! plan 
was aimed against the leading trans-Eu- 
ropean express for the purpose of im- 
pressing the world with the magnitude of 
the disorder. The reports received here 
from the French consuls at Salonica and 
Monastir are more reassuring. They say 
they have no further fear for their lives 
unless the Turkish soldiery become more 
lawless. The reports state that forty- 
nine Turkish battalions have been with- 
drawn from Albania and concentrated 
around Salonica, as the Albanians d@isor- 
ders have been crushed. 

The most remarkable feature of the re- 
ports discloses the fact that the Turkish 
force, which totaled 50,000 men when the 
troops entered Albania six months ago, 
has now been reduced to 35,000 men, show- 
ing a loss of 15,000 troops. Few of the 
soldiers died of disease. The loss was 
chiefly in men Killed while crushing the 
Albanian uprising. 

Ordering Troops to Constantinople. 

Constantinople, August 2.—Considerable 
forces of troops have been stationed in 
the various suburbs of Constantinople as 
a precautiOnary measure in view of the 
appearance of insurgents less than a 
hundred miles from the capital. 

A train ioad of troops was dispatched 
vesterday from this city to Tscherkeskoi 
and Adrianople, near which place three 
Bulgarian villages were recently attack 
ed by Circassians and their inhabitants 
massacred, Troops sent to reinforce the 
garrison at Kirk-Kilosseh, 32 miles from 
Adrianofie, were routed by Insurgents, 
whose numbers in the vilayet of Adrin- 
apole are estimated to be 6,000, 


Insurgents To Concentrate. 


Salonica, August 28.—About 2,000 insur- 
gents now near Vodena have been order- 
ed to concentrate in the mountains of 
Movihovo, They are expected to attack 
TikvoOsh and Shevghelli. 
| During the evening of August 25 a force 
of insurgents attacked Neveska, where 
240 soldiers were stationed, 20 of whom 
were killed, The insurgents have con- 
structed earthworks.

Rome, August 28.-A disastrous accident 
has cut short the festivities and demon- 
strations in honor of the king and queen 
at Udine, the chief town on the eastern 
frontier.

At 10 o'clock last -night, near Udine, a 
train overflowing with soldiers, collided 
with a freight train.

Those on board 
wero thrown in all difectiong and the 
coaches’ were ‘broken up..-H Was an- 
nounced that the dead number twenty and 
the wounded eighty, including six offi- 
cers. A captain who was killed had his 
head cut off and an éngine driver was 
burned alive.

Darkness rendered’ the contusion about 
the scene of the wreck extreme, while

The opinion was 
expressed that the attempted assassina- 
tion of Magelssen probably would bring 
matters to a focus, the attention of the 
Turkish government being drawn to the 
matter in this forcible way, and some 
effort: thus be made to avoid further trou- 
ble 

The latest dévelopment in the Turkish 
situation was discussed in official! circles, 
where the view is held that the denial of 
the report of the killing of Mr. Magelssen 
relleves the situation of its immediate 
awkward and embarrassing feature, but 
will not prevent our naval Vessels con- 
tinuing to the east. Minister Leischman 
in one of his dispatches to the depart- 
ment suggested that conditions were such 
that it might be well to have some Ameri- 
can naval demonstration in those water. 
Reports also have come to the govern- 
ment froin the missionary interests of 
threatened destruction of their properties 
at Harpoot and because of this Admiral 
Cotton, it is expected, will be allowed to 
proceed with ome or more of his vessels 
to Beirut.

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SHAW AND NATIONAL BANKS. 


Secretary May Give Them Internal 
Revenue Receipts. 
Washington, August 28.—The published 
statement that Secretary Shaw had de- 
cided that under existing laws he was 
authorized to. segregate government re- 
ceipts from internal revenue sources and 
deposit the same at his discretion in na- 
tional bink depositories, does not raise 
a new question, although such deposits 
as have been made heretofore had not 
been previously covered in the treasury. 
As early as 1878, it is said, the courts 
of the United States held in effect that 
the national bank depositories are parts 
of the treasury of the United States so 
far as their authority to hold public de- 

posits are concerned. 

The secretary, so far as can be learned, 
has not determined on the deposit of any 
further funds with national banks, but 
after due deliberation has decided that {it 
is well within his province to make such 
deposits and with a view to meeting any 
possible money contingency hereafter he 
has segregated the internal revenue re- 
celpts from other receipts

The Mississippi Result. 

We fail to see any good ground for 
criticism of the state of Mississippi, 
or of the democratic voters of that 
State,. because of the decision of Thurs- 
day’s primary in favor of Major Varda- 


man’s candidacy for the governorship. 


There hag been a strong effort, both 
in Mississippi and outside, to make it 
appear that a victory for Major Varda- 


man would reflect discredit upon the | 


state and the party which controls its 
affairs, on the ground that such.a vic- [ 
tory woukl argue the domination of 
the “reactionary” element. The press 
northern and southern—has been 
particularly solicitous about what they 
declared would be a “blot” upon the 
south in Vardaman’s triumph; but it 
is just as well to look at the situation 
as it is before joining in such-criti- 
cism. 


In the first place, it must not be for- 
gotten that a great many different fac 
tors enter into a contest of this kind. 
However prominent any one issue may 
be, there are always considerations of 
environment, of personal friendship 
and a hundred and one others which 
influence voters, and in a race as 
close as this ore has been, any one of 
these considerations was sufficient to 
bring to the winning candidate the 
Support which gave the deciding vote. 
Both Major Vardaman and Judge 
Critz are gentlemen of acknowledged 
ability, both have figured prominently 
in the politics of their state, both have 
Strong friends and supporters who 
could not be swayed by issues, rea] or 
imaginary, in the face of the certainty 
that either is fully competent to fill 
the high office to which he has as- 
pired. The political future of other 
men was bound up in the candidacy 
of each of the aspirants to the govern- 
orship, and the relative Jocal strength 
of these men, on the one side and on 
the other, served, naturally, to affect 
in great degree the vote upon the 
head of the ticket. All these things 
are to be considered. Reference is 
made to them in no spirit of apology 
for the result, but in studying the 
Causes which produced that result, 
all these things must be taken into 
consideration. 

This fact, that there were other is- 
sues and other elements influencing 
the vote upon the governorship, is not 
cited for the purpose of obscuring ih 
any degree the other fact that the 
predominant issue in that contest was 
racial in its characteP, There is no 
reason why this should be obseured, 
although all the criticisms to which 
We have referred are based upon it. 

But the fact should be clearly kept 
in mind that Major Vardaman did not 
make the race issue which has cop- 
vulsed Mississippi. It is entirely of 
the making of another man, and that 
man is President Roosevelt. 

AS we have found cause on other 
occasions to point out, the revival of 


the rate question-as an issue at the’ 


South is due to President Roosevelt. 
It is not necessary here to go into all 
the details, even as to his forcing a 
negro as federal office holder upon 
Charleston over the protests of all the 
best elements of her citizens. and over 
the virtua] protest of a republican sen- 
ate, 

Should injustice of any kind be done 
to the colored people of Mississippi as 
the result of this election—though we 
are confident none will be done—the 
one person upon whom must rest the 
responsibility is President Roosevelt. 
The fires which started a race issue 
in Mississippi politics were lighted by 
him and if the republican papers feel 
compelled to dilate unfavorably upon 
the result of the governorship contest, 
it is upon the official head of their 
own party that they should hurl their 
diatribes. Vardaman found an issue 
made for him and was politician 
enough to take advantage of it. 

Now ihat the smoke of the battle 
has cleared away, ‘it is to be hoped 
that all the bitternesses of the con- 
flict will be forgotten and that the 
good people of Mississippi will resume 
the even tenor of their way. We are 
confident none of the dire things pre- 
dicted by Major Vardaman’s critics 
will come io pass; it would certainly 
be the part of good iaste, at any rate, 
for those disposed to criticise to with- 
hold their criticisms until the new 
governor assumes office. His adminis- 
tration will speak“for itself, and if it 
calls for criticism there will be time 
enough to criticise.

Folk’s vigorous prosecution of -the 
guilty have tended to discredit the 
party as a whole in the eyes of out- 
siders. The fact that the democrats 
have been in control of the legislature 
does not, of course, argue that the 
party is at all responsible for the dis- 
graceful acis of a few men, but these 
very naturally reflect in some degree 
upon the party in power. 

Other men aspiring for the govern- 
orship may be just as honest, just as 
brave, and jus‘ as fearless as District 
Attorney Folk, but they ‘have not had 
the same opportunity of applying 
these qualities, and their attitude to 
ward the boodlergs and the boodled 
cannot have been so clearly proven.

Not for Animals. 

A Texas court has just decided that 
Christian Science ig not the proper 
method of treatment for animals. 

A Collins county farmer brought 
suit against the Houston and Texas 
Central for injuring his horses so bad- 
ly that they died. He had a good case 
so far as establishing the responsi- 
bility for the injury was concerned, 
and upon the trial everything was go- 
ing along smoothly for him until he 
was questioned as to the treatment he 
had given the injured horses. 

He replied that he had treated them 
according to the tenets of Christian 
Science, in which he believed; that he 
had. prayed for their recovery, but had 
done nothing else to relieve their suf- 
fering. 

The jury held that this Was no prop- 
er method of treatment and returned 
a verdict for the railroad company.

That War Game. 

Another ship of the navy has had 
the bad taste.to run on the rocks and 
thus emphasize ‘the folly of this “war 
game” business on the foggy New 
England coast. 

Tne dispatches descriptive of the 
progress of the bloody contest be- 
tween the navy and the army are lurid 
in the extreme. There can have been 
nothing quite so realtistic in the war- 
fare line since the last sham battle at 
Piedmont park. 

Read, for, instance, of that attack 
upon Portland. “The harbor was fill- 
ed with smoke,” says one dispatch, 
“and the smoke and thick weather 
made it almost impossible to observe 
the movements. It was under cover 
of this smoke that a destroyer came 
into the upper harbor and was oppo- 
site Fort Preble before she was picked 
up by the searchlights and fired on.” 

In these days, when the armies and 
navies of the world use smokeless 
powder, it may well be doubted wheth- 
er sham maneuvers of this kind, de- 
pendent as they seem to be upon the 
use of old black powder, can be of 
any possible value. 


Midsummer Financial Conferences, 

The recent conferences upon finan- 
cial legislation at Oyster Bay have 
brought numerous declarations that 
the administration intends to “get 
back of” some financial measure to be 
presented at the extra session of con- 
gress, but about the only other fact 
developed ig the apparent disagree- 
ment which exists among the financial 
doctors. Upon the necessity for some 
remedy, most of them agree; but they 
are by no means agreed upon the char- 
acter of the disease or the nature af 
that remedy. 

Some very prominent republicans— 
notably Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, who 
will be speaker, and Mr. Hepburn, of 
Iowa, who is always a power in the 
house—seem to be pretty thoroughly 
imbued with the idea that no financial} 
legislation is necessary. The cam- 
paign of education which has been 
carried on during the past six years 
under the direction of Mr. Hugh H. 
Hanna, seems to have failed, so far at 
least as these two gentlmen and per- 
haps a good many other western men 
are concerned. Mr. Cannon is quoted 
as saying that he will not use the 
power of the speakership to thwart 
thé wishes of a majority of his party, 
but he has declined to go on record 
for any particular cure until he is per- 
mitted to Know something more about 
the cure itself and is more thoroughly 
convinced that there is something to 


Pbe cured. 


It is safe to assume, therefore, that 
Mr. Cannon and the others will fall 
nto line if the financial doctors of 
their party are able to reach an agree- 
ment upon any bill. So far the efforts 
of these gentlemen to get together 
have proved woefully futile. Even 
the few members of Senator Aldrich’s 
subcommittee have not been able to 
attain that state of unanimity which 
must be the first step toward the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of the general 
result they ali desire. A clash be- 
tween eastern and western iftterests 
has developed here, as it has glways 
developed in committees and upon the 
floor of congress whenever financial 
legislation has been discussed. The 
debates over the Aldrich bill in the 
senate and the Fowler bill in the 
house during the closing days of the 
last congress served to show how far 
apart the different republican ele 
ments are. The Fowler bill providing 
an asset currency, which would prac- 
tically make over the present system, 


has the enthusiastic support of many 


students of Sones from, the ‘theoret- 
ical side and of some bankers; but a 
good many republican senators and 
representatives are opposed to taking 
so long a step ag this measure in- 
voives, and it is to be presumed that 
in their opposition they represent 
strong elements among their constitu- 
ents. 

Most of the republican senators sup- 
ported the main features of the Ald- 
rich bill, but a number of changes had 
to be made in the original draft of 
that measure before it met their ap- 
proval. There. is no reason to believe 
they have changed their minds during 
the recess. 

The idea of bringing forward finan- 
cial legislation at the extra session is 
to give ample time in which to per 
fect a comprehensive measure to cure 
all the currency ills, present and pros- 
pective. It is possibie the republicans 
may’ be brought together in support of 
some such measure, but the present 
indications are that they will have 
gifficulty in making a party measure 
of any bill which goes further than 
providing: 

First—That the customs receipts 
may be placed in the depositories in- 
stead of being locked up in the gen- 
era] treasury; and, 

Second—Permitting the use of state, 
county and municipal bonds, as well 
as government bonds, as basis for cir- 
culation issued by the national banks.

The Negro in Illinois. 

What is this wafted down here by 
the warm breezes that blow from the 
direction of Chicago? Complaint 
against the negro from the esteemed 
Chronicle? Impossible! And yet, lis- 
ten to this: 

Friends of the colored brother who have 
been greatly touched by his wrungs and 
especially by the discrimination against 
him in the matter of employment must 
be somewhat grieved at his attitude in 
this waiters’ strike. 

The colored brother has been the most 
vociferous and disagreeable of all the 
strikers, and that is saying a good deal. 
He has insisted upon throwing up his job, 
though he is eternally complaining of his 
difficulty in getting one. He has osten- 
tatiously thrown his means of livelihood 
over his shoulder, though he fs continu- 
ally whining that nobody wants to hire 
him. 

This {s a proceeding Which warrants the 
assertion that the colored brother of the 
waiters’ union ts more kinds of a fool 
than the late Commodore Vanderbilt's his- 
toric son in law. 

He is a vammering idiot who admits 
that it is hard for him to get a job, yet 
when he gets a job he instantly chucks It 
up, sticks a razor in his hip pocket and 
goes forth to disseminate the high and 
holy truths of trade unionism among men 
and women whe decline to quit work, 

Still more, the colored brother has out- 
Heroded his Caucasian labor contempora- 
ries in the selection of blackguard, blath- 
erskite leadere. It is cheerfully conceded 
by the white walking delegates and ‘bus- 
iness agents’’ that the grand panjandrums 
of the colored waiters are the most reck- 
less, dangerous and evil-disposed ruffians 
that ever broke into Chicago unionism. 

This is praise from Sir Hubert and it re- 
inforces what was said in the beginning— 
that the colored brother is in a fair way 
to get himself as badly disliked in Chi- 
cago as he is in other sections of the 
country. 

It might be well for some of the negro 
leaders who are continually preaching the 
wrongs of thelr race from pulpits and lec- 
ture platforms to look into this matter 
and exercise their influence, if they have 
any, toward getting the colored brother 
into line, 

He is not so popular that he can afford 
to affront public sentiment anywhere, 
least of all in Chicago, where he has en- 
joyed opportunities quite commensurate 
with his merits, 

In view of the fact that noteeven 
New England has been able to pro- 
duce quite so severe a critic of the 
south for its failure to put the ne- 
groes in high official place as The 
Chronicle; when it is recalled that no- 
where outside of Boston has the ne- 
gro been regarded such a child of 
light as in the sanctum of this news- 
paper, which has enjoyed the unen- 
viable distinction of the one profess- 
edly democratic paper at the north en- 
gaged in constantly hurling vitrolic 
anathemata at southerners for their 
failure to see things as The Chronicle 
editor sees them, this utterance will 
be regarded as the evidence of truth 
at last breaking through into the 
darkest places.

The Best Way.

Fix-President Cleveland says that the 
hest way to uplift the southern negro Is 
Booker <T. Washington's way, and that 
the best people to supervise the process 
are “the respectable white people of the 
south.’ He admits that “they do not 
believe in the social equality of the negro 
race, and they make no pretense about 
it,” he says: “I have faith in their hon- 
or and sincerity in their relations with 
the negro and his Improvement and well 
being.” It is on them, he thinks, far more 
than on any others, except the négroes 
themselves, that the burden of Solving 
the negro problem must rest. ‘‘Labor as 
we will,” he says, “those who do the |ift- 
ing of the weight must be those who 
stand next to it.’’ 

Mr. Cleveland spoke wisely and in an 
admirable spirit, and what he said is 80. 
That is not surprising, but what is some- 
what notable is the wide acceptance that 
such views ag his on this subject now find 
among the thoughtful northern people. 
There is in the south a great deal of pret- 
ty poor human stock in white skins, and 
a great deal of ignorance and lawlessness 
among the white population. But what 
Mr. Cleveland calla ‘“‘the respectable white 
people of the south’—the best people, 
that is—are the people upon whoOm the 
future of that part of the country, and of 
its population, depends. They are the ne- 
gro’s best defenders and wisest helpers, 
and with them must work the northern 
people who feel a share of responstbility 
for the negro’s future.

The state tax rate of 6 mills will bring 
the state and county taxes in this county 
tc a tota] of $9.50 on each $1,000 worth of 
property. Property in the city of Atlanta 
will be astessed another 1% per cent, 
which will oring the total taxes paid on 
real] estate in the city to the merk of 
$22. on each $1,000) worth of property. 

The following table of prospective ex- 
penses and prospective funds, over and 
above the money to be realized from the 
tax digest, was submitted to the commit- 
tee by Clerk Henry Wood, and it was to 
sirike a balance with this statement that 
the rate was fixed at the foregoing fig- 
ure.

OVERNOR TERRELL was anxious | 


to mame two or three patriotic 

Georgia women on the Confederate 
Memoria] board provided for by act of 
the last legislature, the duties of which 
will be to care for the cemeteries and 
burial grounds of the state where repose 
the confederate dead. 

There was, however, some question 
whether the appointment of women would 
be legal under the wgrding of the law, and 
the governor referred the matter to At- 
torney Genera] John C. Hart with a re- 
quest for an opinion. Judge Hart has 
decided in the negative, holding that un- 
der the law only men cau be appointed, 

The bourd to be appointed at the pres- 
ent time, however, will be only a tem- 
porary one, its duty being to collect in- 
‘formation concerning all confederate 
cemeteries and burial grounds in the 
State and make a report. The permanent 
board will not be appointed until next 
year, 

Governor Terrell] is anxious that the 
patriotic women of Georgia should be 
represented in this great work, and he 
will recommend to the next legislature an 
amendment which will enable him to ap- 
point women on the board. 

Judge Hart's opinion on the subject, 
which is as follows, will prove of interest: 

“State of Georgia, Attorney Genefal’s 
Office, Atlanta, August 28, 1903.—To the 
Governor. Sir: In response to your in- 
quiry whether under an act creating the 
‘Confederate Memorial board of Georgia’ 
approved August 15, 183, Women are 
eligibie to appointment thereon, I beg to 
say in my opinion they are not. 

“By section 1810, volume 2, of the civil 
code of Georgia, it is provided ‘Females 
are not entitied to the pprivilege of the 
elective franchise; nor can they hold any 
civil office or perform any civil function, 
unless specially authorized by law; nor 
are théy required to discharge any mili- 
tary, jury, police, patrol or road duty.’ 
Membership on the board would be a civil] 
office and the duties prescribed in the act 
creating the board provide fOr the per- 
formance of civil functions. This board

is created by a public act; it provides for 
the tenure of the office thereof; it re- 
quires that they shall perform duties of u 
public’ nature, and while there is no sal- 
ary attached to the appointment, it is 
provided that the expenses of the board 
are to be paid by the state.

‘“‘Whether we look into the dictionary of 
our language, the terms of politics, or the 
diction of common fife, we find that who- 
ever has a public charge or emp:oyment 
or even a particular employment affecting 
the public. is said to hold or be in office

“Our own supreme court in the 3 Ga, 
page, 332 says: ‘Where an individual has 
been appointed or g¢lected in a manner 
prescribed by law has a distinction or 
title given sain by law, and exercises 
functions concerning the public assigned 
to him by law, he must be regarded as a 
public officer, it can make no difference 
whether he be commissioned by the ex- 
ecutive or not.’ 

“In the light of the foregoing authori- 
ties there can be no question that @ woin- 
an would be Ingligible for appointment 
to membership on the Confederate Me- 
morial board of Georgia. Fermit me to 
add that I have most reluctantly reached 
the above conclusion gnd do so only be- 
cause the law in my opinion cOmpelg it, 
for I recognize not anly the fitness and 
appropriateness of having represented on 
the board charged with the duty of carirg 
for the cemeterieg of our confederate sol- 
diers the women who played the parts of 
conspicuous Joyalty and devotion to the 
eause that was lost, but for the further 
reason the energies of one woman would 
amount to more in accomplishing the 
worthy purposes of the act than the com- 
bined efforts of a dozen men.

Paschal is the assistant director, having 
charge of the shop work in the high 
school;. H. Printup, recently elected by 
the board, will devote his time to the 
manual training work in the seventh 
and eighth grades of the grammar 
school, ard Miss Merle Stephens has been 
elected as the assistant in sewing and 
drawing. Her work will deal entirély 
with the grammar schools. This work 
was commenced a few years ago and 
has proved very successful.

CNORED CALL 
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Umpire Ebright Tells Why te 
Relired from Field, 


Thought Matthews Was Urging the 
Crowd To Attack Him—Says 
Police Did Not Give Pro- 
tection—Fans Insulted 
the Umpire.

It came like a thunder clap and the 
fans and fannesses were startled into a 
standing posture in the last half of the 
ninth inning of the game yesterday, with 
Atlanta at the bat and one man out, 
when Umpire Ebright suddenly threw 
down his mask and tossed what balls 
he had over toward Manager Powell, say- 
ing that he would not continue as um- 
pire. 

It was all so sudden and unexpected 
that it took a few minutes for the fans 
to gather their wits together and re- 
member what had just preceded. When 
they did reflect they remembered that 
while his umpship was on his way to 
the water barrel a few minutes before 
a crowd of alleged fans had blackened 
Atlanta’s fame as a town loving clem@, 
fair sport by throwing five soda water 
bottles at Mr. Ebright. 

It was also remembered that when Um- 
pire Ebright threw off his mask and 
walked away Catcher Matthews wa3 
talking with.some one over in the 
tleacher stand and encouraging them to 
root for Atlanta. 

It was further remembered after the 
scene had somewhat calmed that Um- 
pire Ebright had made a very close de- 
cision at third base when he called Mc- 
Cann, of little Rock, safe in the sixth 
inning, and that this had incited the 
fans in the smoker section to such 
loud jeering and hooting, and the calling 
of his umpship such names as “thief,” 
“robber,” “lobster” and a few other pet 
sobriquettes that hang lovingly on the lips 
of the sun gods. 

When the umpire left the grounds he 
went immediately to a street car and 
boarded it for the city. He was seen by 
a representative of TMNhe Constitution and 
asked his reason for leaving. 

“I simply will not continue as umpire 
in a game where I have no police pro- 
tection; that is all I have to say.” 

About this time the huge form of 
Captain Thompson, of the police force, 
loomed into view and the newspaper man 
returned to the grounds just as he heard 
Captain Thompson remark to Mr. 
Ebright: ‘“‘My friend, you need have no 
fear, fe I will see that no One hurts 
you,’’ 

The game was continued with Weyhing, 
of Atlanta, and Mathison, of Little Rock, 
as umpires. 

Umpire Ebright Talks. 

When seen at the hotel last night, Um- 
pire Ebright had this to say: 

‘Yes, I have just wired my resignation 
to President Kavanaugh. There is not 
enough money in this business for me 
to have my feelings wounded as_ they 
were this afternoon, and to run such 
risks as a fellow has to run when he gets 
no police protection from a crowd of fel- 
lows throwing soda water bottles at him. 

“T am not used to receiving.such treat- 
ment and there is not enough in it for 
me to begin to get used to it. 

“The crowd was sore at me for call- 
ing McCann safe at third, and with 
Catcher Matthews inciting them I did 
not intend to stay where I would be liable 
to get my bumps after the game. Now, 
I made that decision at third just as I 
saw it. The man was clearly safe and I 
know it. I would have made the same 
decision if the runner had been an At- 
lanta pjayer. 

“You see when I went over to the 
water barrel to get a drink the crowd 
began to throw bottles at me, and if 
they threw one they threw twenty-five. 
1 called for police protéction and no 
one of them moved a step to put a stop 
to it.

This I 
bave done. I do not know whether or 
not he will accept. it. 

Says He Helped Matthews. 

“Now, in regard to Matthews, just to 
show you what an umpire gets when 
he attempts to shield and help out a 
fellow. When Matthews caused. the 
trouble on the ball grounds the other 
day he came to me and told me that 
he had just lost his mother and had 
no money and requested me to be as 
light with hfm as I could. I wrote Pres- 
ident Kavanaugh a persona! letter after 
I had telegraphed him and explained the 
case and requested him to be as lenient 
as possible. 

“IT told him the facts tin the case, but 
also told him of Matthews’ condition and 
request. I suppose President Kavanaugh 
decided it was best not to suspend him, 
es he would have done under ordinary 
circumstances. 

‘Now this is what a fellow gets when 
he tries to show a player a kindness.” 

An effort was made to see Catcher Mat- 
thews last night. but he was not at the 
hotel. Captain Stafford, in speaking of 
the matter, sald: ‘Yes, the umpire did 
esk me to request Matthews to return 
from the bleachers’ stand to the bench, 
but it was none of my business to order 
the player to take a seat. The umpire 
is in charge of the field and it was his 
business to compel Matthews to go to the 
bench if he wanted him there. 

“T told him that Matthews had gone 
over there to talk with a friend who had 
called him. Matthews had no idea of in- 
citing the bleachers to personal violence. 
The police stopped the bottle throwing 
immediately.”’ 

Umpire Ebright claims he asked for 
police protection. He was some disgance 
from the point from which the policemen 
watch the ball game and many who were 
watching the events closely did not know 
he had asked for protection. 

If he did call the attention of the pulice 
to the Qisgraceful action of a few fans 
in throwjng bottles at him it was up to 
the police to answer the call, and when 
they failed it was vp to Manager Powell 
to see that the police acted. It is a nota- 
ble fact that the policemen who are ons 
the grounds rarely: take the initiative 
in stopping disorder of this kind. They 
seem to look to Manager Powell for in- 
structions, when, as a_ymatter of fact, the 
umpire is the sole authority on the ground 
during the progress of the game. 

Umpire Ebright has been criticised in 
some. quarters for his action in leaving 
the grounds so abruptly, but with the 
police failing to preserve order, and think- 
ing that Matthews wag urging the bleach- 
ers: on, it was evidept he.felt that he 
would be roughly dealt with after the 
game. The better class of fans were 
surprised and disanpointed when he left 
the grounds, and realizing that he Was in 
no possihle danger, no matter what sort 
of decisions, ke made, they were inclined 
to think he played the baby act. 

What the bottle throwers, who caused 
the flasco, thought of the sityation, no one 
cares. Their conduct wae ag disgraceful 
as that of a player in attacking the um- 
pire, and when they set such an exam- 
ts can but @apect players to follow 
sult.

Today's advance there is an {Illustration 
of the ease with which such an advance 
can be brought about in a market with a 
very small stock. Here the market was 
not so firm.

Many advices are received of 
the rapid opening of the crop. The 
strong bullish feature is the rapidity with 
which the new receipts are snapped up 
by those exporters who have open en- 
gagements, and by the southern mills, 
which were able to remain open. Rumors 
of another manipulation on October were 
current throughout the country. From 
a broad view the south is willing to ac- 
cept ruling prices for the cotton as quick- 
lv as it can be picked. We therefore 
expect the receipts will be larger than 
now anicipated during September.

WARM WEATHER 
WILL CONTINUE 


Atlanta Was Cool Yester- 


“~--day Compared to Some 


Other Towns. 


The weather today {fg likely to be fair, 
except possibly scattered thunderstorms 
in the afternoon. 


- From a weather bureau point of view, it 


looks as though it was going to continue 
warm in Atlanta, although the indica- 
tions are in favor of something a trifle 
better than for the past three days. The 
thermometer kindly cut off one degree 
on both the minimum and maximum tem- 
peratures yesterday. The mizimum was 
74, the maximum 92 and the mean temper- 
ature 83. This mean temperature, how- 
ever, was still 9 negrees higher than the 
norma! for Atlanta on the 28th of August. 

Another thing that helped to make it 
more comfortable yesterday was the hu- 
midity which was only 49 per cent, the 
lowest since the arrival] of the hoé@ spell. 
Breezes blew through the aft@rnoon and 
the evening reaching a velocity of 13 miles 
@n hour. 

But when the reports came ticking over 
the wires from tome of Atlanta’s sis- 
ters in the south, the story they told 
was quite enough to make the maximum 
of 92 look like a howling blizzard sweep- 
ing its way across the Sweetwater coun- 
try of Wyoming, ‘Savannah, 98; Au. 
gusta, 98; Charleston, 98, ang Jackson<- 
ville, 9.’’ That was the way they read 
and included in the report from Jackson- 
ville was the information that it was 
raining. Up in New York city the maxi- 
mum was only 64 degrees, and there, too, 
it was raining. 

Rather unpleasant it is to state that 
the cool weather that was booked for 
this particular part of the country got 
sidetracked and went to the northeast. So 
New York and New England are really 
enjoying the weather that was booked 
for the southeast. ; 

The conditions indicated in the weather 
map of yesterday show that the area 
of low barometer to the northwest has 
moved northeast and now extends in a 
narrow trough from northern Minnesota 
southeast to Cincinnati. Throughout this 
Same territory showers .and thunder 
storms have been frequent Over the 
southern states dry and warm weather 
prevails, light showers occurring at one 
or two widely scattered stations. 

The barometer ig highest in the north- 
érn Rocky mountain district and in 
Maine. Very little change has occurred 
in temperature.

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SOUTHS COTTON 


Old World Wants To Grow Is 
Own Supply. 


Present High Price of South’s Sta- 
‘ ple Has Accelerated the Move- 
ment for the Development 
of Cotton Growing in 
Other Countries. 


Washington, August 28.—(Special.)—The 
controversy between Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson and former Senator M. 
\. Butler, of South Carolina, as to 
whether the cotton planters of the south 
will be benefited by the high prices of 
cotton forced by the present carner in 
that commodity, suggests the question 
a® to whether the ultimate result of the 
present corner may not be disadvanta- 
geous to the American cotton planters 
regardless of whether they receive higher 
prices for this year's cotton. 

Secretary Wilson in his interview called 
attention to the efforts being made by 
European governments and by cotton 
manufacturers in England and on the 
continent to encourage the growing of 
cotton outside of the United States. It 
has been apparent for some months past 
to readers of trade papers and of con- 
gular reports that this movement for 
the development of cotton production In 
other countries has been accelerated by 
the operations of the bull clique in the 
American market to a greater extent 
even than would be indicated by Sec- 
retary Wilson's interview. It would seem 
that the secretary had underestimated 
rather than overestimated the extent of 
the movement. 

For some months past consular reports 
from Europe and from almost every 
country in the world where it is practica- 
ble to grow eotton have contained evi- 
dences of this general effort to increase 
the cotton producing area of the world 
and to relieve manufacturers of. their 
present dependence upon the United 
States. Reports from the Latin-Ameri- 
ean countries indicate a growing interest 
in the cultivation of cotton all the way 
from the Rio Grande river down to Para- 
guay and Uruguay, and in India and 
other parts of Asia and in Africa the 
areas devoted to cotton growing are 
being steadily increased. The comple- 
tion of the great irrigation work in the 
Nile valley will be followed by a great 
increase in the area devoted to cotton 
production in Egypt, and every European 
power having colonial possessions in 
Africa is interesting itself in experiments 
looking to the establishment of the cot- 
ton growing industry in its colonies. This 
movement was already under way before 
the development of the present corner 
ir the American market, but there are 
evidénces that it has been greatly accel- 
erated by the operations of the bull 
clique. , 
Associations Formed. 

The high price of cotton has led to the 
work of the European colonial officers 
being heartily seconded by the manufac- 
turing interests of: their countries. Cot- 
ton growers’ associations have been 
formed in Great Britain, France and 
Germany for developing new fields of 
cotton production, and an illustration of 
what they are accomplishing was afford- 
ed by a mass meeting of the British as- 
sociation In Liverpool last week, at which 
it was reported that in West Afrfca there 
are already 30,000 acres of land. under 
cotton and encouraging reports were 
made as to the future possibilities in 
that region with land costing practically 
nothing, with labor at from 9 pence to a 
shilling a day, and with free transporta- 
tion of cotton freight on the colonia! rail- 
ways and on the steamship lines which 
has been granted for the purpose of en- 
couraging the industry. 

The attention that has been given by 
United States consuls to this movement 
for the emancipation of European cotton 
manufacturers from the American market 
is remarkable in view of the fact that 
no special instructions were sent to them 
calling for reports on the subject. Consul 
General Evans at London reports on the 
efforts of the British association to in- 
crease the cotton production of the Brit- 
ish West Indies and of the British colo- 
nies in Africa. Consul Marshall Hal- 
stead at Birmingham forwards informa- 
tion covering the same ground, and Con- 
sul Estes a& Antigua sends a report on 
the encouragement of cotton planting in 
the British West Indies. 

Consul General Hughes at Coburg and 
Consul Haynes at Rowe& send reports 
on the efforts of Quropeag, countries, es- 
peciaily France, to develop cotton pro- 
duction in their colonies. The most elab- 
orate report on this subject from France 
is submitted by Consul Thackara, who 
gives in great detail an account of the 
work being done by the Association 
Cotonnilere Colontale to develop the cul- 
tivation of cotton in the French African 
colonies, 

Germany and Cotton. 

No country is going into the encourage- 
ment of cotton production in its colonies 
more energetically than Germany. Con- 
sul Monaghan at Chemitz submitted a 
report as long ago as last December cuall- 
ing attention to the progress being made 
in the German East African colonies, 
and especially to the good results at- 
tributed to the skill of the American 
planters whom the German government 
engaged to go to East Africa to instruct 
the natives In the proper methods of 
cultivating cotton. A recent report from 
Consul General Hughes «t Cohurg tells 
of the results obtained in the Kilwa 
district of German East Africa. He says 
that cotton received from this district 
and tested at the Bremen cétton ex. 
change and by the union of Saxon cotton 
spinners at Chemnitz showed that it was 
nearly ag good in staple, color, etc., as 
the highly-valued, Egyptian product, from 
seeds of which it was grown. He re- 
ports’ that the Manchester chamber of 
coramerce declares that it is better suited 
to replace Egyptian cotton than any 
other quality known. Consul Schumann 
at Mainz has recently submitted a report 
on cotton culture in the German colo- 
nies in which he says that plantations 
have been established in Togo, Kame- 
run, German southwest Africa, and Ger- 
man East Africa. He also says that a 
German syndicate contemplates the cul- 
ture of cotton in Asia Minor. 

The present cotton corner may be of 
some Wenefit to the planters of the south- 
ern states during the present season, It 
is certain that those who are able to 
get a part of their crop into the market 
during the first few weeks of the season 
will profit by the present high prices. In 
view, however, of the evident determina-

GERMAN COTTON GROWING. 


German Cotton Growing. 

(From The Pall Mal] Gazette.) 
"hile America has come to the con- 
clusion that she can henceforth ‘‘do with” 
her own cotton instead of exporting it, 
while Manchester is deeming such con- 
clusion may spell for her something very 
like disaster, and while Britons, from 
long habit, unite by common consent in 
“sniffing at the West Indies and firmly 
decline to put their money into these 
islands, being, beset with that notion 
that the raison d’etre of the Lesser An- 
tilles is sugar cane—and again, cane §gu- 
gar—the astute German, quletly de- 
termined to take time, and, incidentally, 
trade opportunities by the forelock, is 
simply planting cotton ‘‘for all he is 
worth’ wherever he owns an acre of 

suitable foreign soil. 
The first steps taken 
colonies were largely experimental, 
the German business man, ag well as 
the German colonial government, has 
foreseen that, with the practical closing 
of the American market to European re- 
quirements, the demand will have—and 
that speedily—to be met from elsewhere, 
and the government is engaged in foster- 
ing the initial attempts made within its 
own possessions, not only by giving finan- 
cia] help and expert advice, where re- 
quired, to would-be growers, but by fa- 
cilitating the transport of cargoes to

Thus we learn from German East Afri- 
ca that the communities vf Bagamoyo, 
Dar-es-Salaam, Kilwa, Lindi, Tanga, a8 
well as some private speculators in this 
new field are to receive a premium of 
150 marks (£7 10s) for every “hectar’ of 
cotton planted during the twelv@émonth, 
providing the amount does not overstep 
the sum of 2,000 marks, which will be the 
maximum premium granted to any one 
community or individual, while three dif- 
ferent kinds of Egyptian cotton seed are 
for the above purpose being distributed 
to those interested in the enterprise. A* 
Muaza, on Lake Victoria Nyanza, some 
excellent specimens have been forthcom- 
ing, and the cotton plantations there 
may now indeed be regarded as estab- 
lished. These, too, have the advantage 
of easy transport, in spite of their inland 
position, for the district 1s well off for 
draught cattle, while the results of their 
crops can reach Fort Florence with every 
facility by dhow, and from thence be car- 
ried down-country by the Uganda rall- 
way to meet the steamers at Mombasa. 

Last year the. committee of German 
East Africa planters deputed Herr C. 
Wehdig to visit the southern United 
States of America in order there to study 
exhaustively cotton culture, cotton trade 
an@ the best modes of cotton transport. 
And this gentleman, after sojourning in 
aH the Jargest and best known centers, 
and “‘absorbing,”’ as probabiy no one can 
better than a German, the ‘‘true inward- 
ness” of al] he saw and the best methods 
employed by American traders, returned 
fully primed to East Africa, where his 
collected experiences are now being act- 
ively put into practicg. Two _ private 
steamship companies besides the state 
subsidized Deutsche-vsat-Afrika Linle 
have, unti] such time as this young in- 
dustry shall have found its feet, under- 
taken to carry all cotton to German ports 
free of cost. 


Some further interesting experiments 
in cotton growing have also been made 
in the Cameroons, the results being ex- 
cellent. Here the seed used has been 
brought from Ecuador, and the quality 
of the cotton raised is pronounced to be 
quite equal to the best North American. 
In the hinterland of the Cameroons Col- 
onel Pavel had last year some extensive 
stretches of land laid under cultivation; 
the crop was, however, exclusively re- 
served for the use of the natives, and 
there is, at all events, for the present, 
no thought of exporting the product: from 
these possessions. Some further specl- 
mens of cotton have _ recently been 
brought to Europe from German South- 
west Africa, and these show promise 
also, being of a remarkably long and fine 
kind. Another sample grown at Outjo 
shows a striking similarity to the kind 
produced in China, although it is longer, 
its market value being appraised as 
above “middling American.”’ 

We may observe, in closing, that this 
rapid springing up of a non-foreign sup- 
ply for the home market Is being followed 
with intense interest by north and centrai 
Germany’s great cotton . manufacturers, 
who are constantly engaged in supplying 
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| ditional complication. 
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new and exhaustive tests as to the dura- 
bility and relative value of each different 
sample from time te time transmitted 
from Gérmany “over-seas.” 


THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, Augyst 28.—The stock mar- 
ket had its upward turn again today. 
The volume of dealings was considerably 
larger than in yesterday's almost stag- 
nant market and ,the fluctuations were 
rather wider, but the market retained Its 
highly professional character and gave 
little evidence of any interest originating 
outside the board room. The principal 
reason for the movement of the market 
seemed still to be that it was a reversal 
of that of the previous day, the obvious 
tendency being to oscillate narrowly 
about a fixed point. Thus the morning 
news that the squadron of the American 
ships had been ordered t6 proceed to Bei- 
rut, Turkey, prepared to exact repara- 
tion for the murder of our vice consul 
there, did not create so much as a ripple 
in the stock market, although the report 
of an appeal for proteetion for American 
in Syria promised an ad-

however, that this incident is capable of 
adjustment by diplomatic means, The dis- 
cussion On measures for’ repression of 
trusts precipitated before the session of 
the American Bar Association might 
have caused great trepidation in Wall 


street in some of its recent prevailing | 


moods, but that and the western flood 
news were equally ignored with the Tur- 
kish incident. There is a growing confi- 
dence in the money market outlook, 
which was fostered by several of the 
day’s developments, and this was prob- 
ably the principal factor in advancing 
prices of stocks, The reports from Wash- 
ington that the secretary of the treasury 
had accumulated some $40,000,000 of in- 
ternal revenue payments which would be 
available for deposit in national! banks, 
was a greatly reassuring factor, as the 
possible means of relief for the money 
market by the treasury department has 
been a matter of considerable doubt and 
conjecture, As it is, the question remains 
of an adequate supply of government 
bonds by the banks as security to obtain 
these deposits or the further acceptance 
by the secretary of the treasury of muni- 
cipal and state bonds in resumption of 
last year’s policy, which has been con- 
sidered of doubtful expediency. The in- 
cidental explanation that the $40,000,000 ac- 
cumulation was a contingent provision for 
Panama canal payments was received as 
an official confirmation of the-unlikeliness 
of the payments being called for this year. 

The special strength of the Pacifics, 
led by Union Pacific, was attributed to 
the obstacles thus indicated for the Pan- 
ama project. The principal movements 
of currency for the week show that the 
movement js still in favor of this center 
as against the interior, the indicated gain 
on that account being over $2,000,000. In 
the last week of August last year the loss 
to the interior was as much as that and 
for the year before was about $3,500,000, 
With this delay in the interior demand 
for currency the banks’ themselves are 
showing signs of weakness with the,policy 
of keeping their resources in @il loans 
at a rate below that which they are 
paying to trust companies and interior 
banks for their deposits. The result 
was shown today in somewmhat fewer of- 
ferings of funds for time loans and an 
appreciably casier tone in that market. 
Mercantile paper was also in somewhat 
improved demand. Prices of active stocks 
advanced pretty generally between 1 and 
2 points and considerably larger gains 
were’ shown by some of the specialties 
without explanation. The strength of 
Amalgamated was in sympathy with cop- 
per securities generally at other points, 
and with an improved sentiment in the 
trade for that metal. The market closed 
heavy and somewhat below the best.
